VIEW FROM OLD SPEC 

As a fitting capstone to the 
prolonged winter just passed, a 
group of four from the Bethel 
area made a sojurn into the Ma- 
hoosue Range beginning Sunday 
afternoon, April 16, at the base 
of Old Speck in Grafton Notch and 
ending two days later on. the 
Sunday River road in Newry, And 
in contrast to the appearance of 
spring in Bethel proper, the party 


were able to return to winter con- | 


ditions reminiscent of the storms 
of a few months previous, Making 
the trip were Mare Packard and 
Kurt G. Brown of Bethel, Ray- 
mond Wirth of Andover and Ran- 
ay Bennett of Bethel and Rum- 
ford. 


all three days, the event proved 
to be ideal for observirig the nat- 
ura] grandeur of this area, loca- 
tion of Maine’s third highest sum- 
mit (Old Spee at 4180 ft.) 

Some three hours after leaving 
Rt, 26, the party made camp off 
the Cascade Brook Trail, which 
skirts-the base of the 800 ft, drop 
of the “Eyebrow.” Here, packs 
were operied, tents set up and a 
quick meal of high-protein food 
had. Soon the last tays of the 
sun disappeared over Baldpate 
Mountain and a quiet descended 
over the campsite. As the moon 
rose, boots, extra clothing and 


food were packed into: the tents 


and another quick glance at the 
iA. M, C’s “Maine Mountain Guide” 
gave clues as to distances the next 
day. 

Monday included an early rise 
and fine views of Umbagog Lake, 
Suecess Pond, and the. peaks of 
the Longfellow Range to the east 
,and north. As the approach was 
made to the top, the snows deep- 
ened and soon a zigzag course up 
steep slopes barren in their white 
glare (most trail markers were still 
buried), made walking on snow- 
shoes a hardship, For a while, the 
crew made trail in a direct line 
to the summit, using distant land- 
marks and the A.M.C. Cater-Ma- 
hoozuc map for reference, Final- 
ly, at mid-day, all were able to 
reach the observation tower and 
enjoy the incredible views of much 
of Maine and northern New Hamp- 
shire, 

The remainder of the day in- 
cluded some rough going as the 
group mad@ its way to Speck Pond 
between Mahoosuec Arm and Old 
Speck, A compass came in handy 
here, as several ridges were en-
